KEEPING UP TAXES 

JN the last few weeks the Times has published the fin¬ 
ancial position of adjacent rural municipalities. 
These statements are convincing proof that If farm 
returns dre fair, taxes are paid. * Municipalities are 
good barometers of rural well-being, and into the pros¬ 
aic mass of figures may be read an interesting story of 
"comeback” and accomplishment. One of the lessons 
learned in the depression years was that tax payments 
nre a primary and inescapable charge wihch must oc 
paid, if only to escape the penalties which further com¬ 
plicate the difficulties of getting along. 

One of the heartening features of these tax state¬ 
ments is Ihe notable reduction in arrears. Given a couple 
more years of continuing fair prices and good farm 
''yields, and these arrears will be practically all cleared 
off. This will be a great release for the municipal coun¬ 
cils, but most ofi all a release to those who have been 
carrying the debt. For example last year Blackie dis¬ 
trict paid over $66,000 in tax arrears, leaving $86,000 
still unpaid, but easily capable of clean-up in the next 
two years, with similar capacity to pay. Highwood is 
another district that took in 50% of the arrears owing, 
leaving only $3.8,000 in taxes still unpaid. Vulcan muni¬ 
cipality received' $63,000 on arrears, leaving an amount 
of $90,001) still outstanding. Compare this position with 


that of ten or twelve years ago, and the progress can 
be more fully appreciated. And added to the excellent 
payments on current and outstanding taxes is the 
amount on hand in various municipal accounts at the 
end of the year. Blackie had a balance in general account 
of $83,689 and Victoiy bonds to the amount of $40,000. 
Vulcan had $36,000 in cash and $78,000 in bonds. High- 
wood bad $58,.” 19 cash and $10,000 in Victory bonds. 

Owing to shortage of material and labor, certain road 
programs and other work have had to be deferred, and 
there may not have been the progress in gravelling that 
mode'rn times warrant. But the reserves that are being 
built up are a temporary substitute for the work thpt 
can lie done in this respect after the war is over. 

The town of High River in its financial position also 
reflects the buying power of the countryside on which 
it is dependent. Healthy business conditions inevitably 
mean good tex payments, and in the past few years 
property which had reverted to the town has become 
increasingly nwenue producing. 

The pictuie >f municipal government as a whole 
shows wise and careful administration, andjis a further 
ronfi nation o. the essential honesty and good intent of 
the \a-t O'a'ority of citizens. 1* is a’so proof that with 
farm prices at a reasonable level, there is stability and 
well-being in rural life. 


The President of the Temperance 
Federation legards it as a “sinister 
aspect” that liquor interests ' ate 
trying to ingratiate their way into 
public goodwill by making the busi¬ 
ness respectable. That shows how 
hard it is to please those who hav,. 
no use for the trade. Although they 
as citizens are engaged in it ana as 
teetotallers derive far more profit 
from it than the regular customer*.

A Good Plan 

The wheat stein sawfly probably 
qualifies as the most serious con¬ 
trollable hazard in successful wheat 
production in the Prairie Provinces. 


We say “controllable’’ because, 
thanks to the admirable work of our 
entomologists, we know that losses 
may be very greatly reduced. 

The 'defeat of wheat, stem rust 
was achieved almost entirely by 
agricultural scientists. The farmer 
had only to purchase seed of rust 
resistant varieties. The wheat stem 
sawfly problem, at present, is dif¬ 
ferent because control measures 
involve modifications of farm prac¬ 
tice, and the farmer himself, in 
co-operation with his neighlwurs 
and with technical advisors, must 
do the job. A' 

The Saskatchewan Department of 
Agriculture is, this year, embarking 
on an aggressive control campaign in 
the southwestern part of that prov¬ 
ince. Field supervisors have been 
appointed and they will work under 
the advice of Dominion Government 
entomologists a n d Experimental 
Farm personnel. If the farmers 
give this programme full support, it 
will succeed. If they don’t, it will 
fail. s

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A Soldier’s Prayer 

A poem which may become as much 
quoted as the poem “In Flanders’ 
Fie'ds” from the last war, is entitled 
“A Soldier—His Prayer.” 

It is an annonymous poem,- written 
on a scrap of paper.lt fluttered into the 
hands of a soldier as he lay in a slit 
trench during the hattle of El Ag- 
1 eila. It was preserved and became 
one of a collection of verses written 
by members of the 8th Army while 
serving on the African desert in 1942 
and 1943. The collection is published 
bj Oxfoid University Press, Toronto. 
This unsigned poem was quoted in 
part by Field Marshall Montgomery 
in his message on Feb. 19 tp British 
and Canadian troops preparing for 
knockout blows on the western front.

Wheat Varieties in 1944 

It looks as though the wheat 
varieties now recommended in the 
Prairie Provinces have pretty well 
settled down. A few interesting 
comparisons between provinces 
follow. 

Manitoba 9 

Regent increased sharply, from 
24.7% in 1943, to 34.9%. It 
now threatens the supremacy of 
Thatcher which fell from 45.6% in 
1943, to 39.2% this year. Renown 
declined from 19.9% to 16.6%. 

Saskatchewan 

The picture in Saskatchewan i- 
simple: Thatcher continues to in¬ 
crease at the expense of all other 
varieties. Even Regent fell off a 
little this year. One interesting 
exception to this statement deserves 
attention. Our o'd fr'end Crrnct is 
on the increase in the north. In 
Zone 4, the grey wooded soil area, 
Garnet increased from 2.2% of the 
acreage in 1943 to 6.2% in 1944. 
This development is even more pro¬ 
nounced Tn Alberta. 

• Alberta 

Though Rpd Bobs continues to 
slip a little, it is still the most 
popular variety in Alberta by a 
wide margin. This year, it occupied 
44.2% of the acreage. Thatcher 
increased from 1-1.0%, in 19-13, to 
16.4% this year. Marquis declined 
from 30.1% to 27.3%. -This year. 
Gainet occupied 6.0% of the 
Alberta acreage; last year, only 
2.7%. In Zone 4.4, the grey wooded 
soils area, less Peace River Block, 
Garnet increased from’ 13.5% to 
26.0%.

Greatest AeriaL 
Assault of War 

Daylight attacks following night 
as.-ault have been launched in a vol¬ 
ume and intensity hitherto unknown 
in this war. About 7000 Allied planes 
were engaged in pouring explosives 
on Germany at the rate of 100 tons 
a minute. Daylight attacks of R.A.F. 
and R.C.A.F. were launched on the 
Ruhr in the heart of the industrial 
belt, and on the city of Worms. Berlin 
was attacked at half-hour intervals. 
Six Canadian bombers were lost in 
operations. Night attacks also were 
carried on by American bombers 
streaming in from north and south. 
They cut a corridor across Central 
Germany and attacked Munich with 
special violence. * 

Premier Stalin c'a'ms that v'etory 
is very near. The Reel Army claims 
to ha\e ki’led or captured over one 
million Germans in the winter offen¬ 
sive. 

Land forces ,on the western front 
arc penetrating into the Ruhr. Cana¬ 
dians are .it the western gateway to 
the Ruhr industrial basin, having 
fought some of their toughest action 
in recent weeks. Canadian-British. 
forces have taken over 10.000 prison¬ 
ers in recent fighting bringing the 
total of Germans taken since fighting 
D day to 135 000. The Uv fL--Third 
a my h"s crossed the Saar river and 
ciptiired scores of towns in a great 
new invasion of the industrial Saar 
basin. 

In the Par fir terrific fighting is rn 
progress with Tokyo wanting its peo- 
plf that invasion is coming soon, and 
-.the enemy is at its gates. Only scat¬ 
ter ed remnants of Jap troops are left 
at Correg'dor. The V.S. Marines have 
been paying a high price for capture 
of Pacific islands. There were 6,372 
casualties at Iwo. 


Prairie People 
Think Differently 

City and Country People Have 

Mutual Interests in the West; 

Eastern City and Rural Life - 
More Widely Separated 

Bryan White, writing in the Ottawa 
Journal, reports on thT& differences 
which he finds between western and 
eastern people. Sections of his ar¬ 
ticle are as follows: 

You have to be in a prairie city like 
Regina only a few' days and talk, to 
a few dozen of its citizens to realize 
that prairie people, whether city or 
rural, do^ not think as we do down 
East- and that many of their main in¬ 
terests are totally different from 
ours. This might be expected from 
western farrrieTs but the most strik¬ 
ing difference is among city people. It 
is evident in many ways. 

The average city dweller in Ottawa 
Montreal and Toronto hardly knows 
his country cousins exist. Farmers 
are a strange, remote breed of peo¬ 
ple to them and all pertaining to 
farming is a vast hinterland of know¬ 
ledge quite beyond their sphere. 

Farming is th e business of the 
West— almost its sole -business. Some 
industries have sprung up in recent 
years, but they are not sufficiently big 
as yet to rrjake much dint in the gent 
eral rural atmosphere that permeates 
even the western c tips. These cities 
live because of the surrounding farms 
their biggest customers are farmers, 
their businessmen think and talk in 
terms of the crops and farm prospects 
o' the surrounding teirtory. 

And co-operatives are a vital part 
or the whole business machinery of 
the West, and their importance and 
size are growing. The farmers are 
co-operatively-minded; even those 
who don’t agree with this way of do¬ 
ing bu.-in''ss know what co-ops are all 
about. The city businessman is vital¬ 
ly interested and many are a little 
afraid that the co ops will encroach 
on their territory. Many already have 
felt the effqct of co-op competition. 
Ni ne can be indiffe ent .to what this 
movement means in the business and 
industrial l fe of the prairies. 

There are the co-op elevators all 
through the country, co-op gasoline 
stations and machinery depots and 
flour mills. It is something a lot of 
people in the West, are thoroughly 
sold on, and a growing competition 
foi the old-line privately-owned busi¬ 
nesses. Co-op enterprise and think¬ 
ing just about enters ^very avenue of 
bus ; ness in the West, in the cities as 
well as in rural communities. 

Out West the cities exist because 
of the farm community of which each 
is a vital centre. If there is drought, 
hail or bad crops the cities feel an im¬ 
mediate impact. City business re-acts 
to farm conditions almost as soon as 
do"s the farm community. This is 
certainly not true of most eastern ri- 
t : es although it may be of a few. In 
the East mainly it is the other way 
a ound; the farming community de¬ 
pends on the c ties, is prosperous or 
ot' erwise largely because of the de¬ 
gree of emp'oyment in the nearest 
•c’ty. 

You notice,, too, that the average 
westerner, especially farmers, is more 
intrmationa'ly-minded than are those 
in the Fast. At least they appear to 
t- Ve a keener interest, are better able 
to talk about such matters as post¬ 
war international trade and other 
highbrow subjects. With a big part of 
their economy and livelihood linked 
wi h ‘ uzh an international commodity 
ns wheat ths is not to be wondered 
at. Rut it does make them different 
from easterner^. 


Plane Destruction 
Not Wanton Waste 


G. H. Lash, ass stant to president of 
War Assets -Corporation, has stated 
that nothing is being destroyed that 
is of use to civilian economy. There 
have been many reports of wanton 
burning of supplies and even build¬ 
ings that are no longer useful for war 
purpose. 

Commenting on the burning of 
skeletons of obso'ete aircraft near 
Calgary, Mr. lash stated; 

“As far as those planes were con¬ 
cerned, everything salvageable was 
removed before the fuselages were 
burned. The wheels were stripped 
off, the instilment panels dismantled, 
so that a 1 the government had left 
wer« skeletons which had to be dis¬ 
posed of. 

“Destruction, unfortunately, is a 
very necessary part of the operations 
undertaken by War Assets Corpora¬ 
tion.” he cont nued. “The only thing 
we ran do is to destroy intelligently 
and the public.can be assured that we 
are destroying intelligently, not wan¬ 
tonly.” 

Mr. Lash sa d that at present only 
a small part of material that comes to 
the Corporation for'disposal has to 
be destroyed. 

As a later phase he : poke of enoe- * 
mous stocks that wi 1 come on for dis¬ 
posal, and the wisest course to h* fol¬ 
lowed. He instances thousands of 
pairs of used socks and sweaters. If 
these are all dumped on the market, 
the mil's trying to reabsorb workers 
wou'd be handicapped. He thought it 
would be wiser to unravel the wool 
ard turn it back to mills for reknit¬ 
ting. 

He spoke of tanks that might have 
cost $25,000 to build, but after the 
war will not be able to be so'd as 
tanks. They will have to be broken 
up for scrap and might only bring
